Two Boatloads of Western Wheat

Will Test Out Hudson Bay Route—

~—-To the accompaniment of shrill 
blasts from its siren and cheers 
from those assembled along the 
waterfront, the sturdy steamer 
Farnworth slipped anchor at 10:30 
o'clock this morning and moved out 
of Hudson Bay, carrying the initial 
shipment of prairie wheat for over- 
seas port, 

Loaded with 277,000 bushels. of 
No. 2 Northern wheat from Sas- 
katchewan’s wheat fields, the Farn-

Gept. 22—Laden

Three quarts small:cucumbers, one 
quart vinegar, one tablespoon must- 
art seed, one tablespoon celery seed, 
one-quarter teaspoon powdered 
alum, one-quarter teaspoon turmer- 
ic, one-half teaspoon pepper, one cup 
sugar. Wash and slice the cucum- 
bers in'tto one-quarter inch _ slices. 
Soak one night in a brine made by 
adding one tablespoon salt to each 


quart of water used. Next diay 
bring vinegar to the boiling point 
and add the seasonings and alum. 
When well mixed, pour over the 


cucumbers, drained from the brine. 
Fill hot into sterilized jars, Seal.
